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BASKETBALL 1930-31 

On November 10, basketball practice started under the 
direction of Mr. Erickson. Class games were played at which 
time Mr. Erickson had a chance to get a line on his material. 
After the class games ended, Mr. Erickson put his time into 
building a winning combination. In the first game, on Dec. 
5, our team composed of veterans decisively defeated Randolph 

29- 15. The following week we were beaten to the tune of 

30- 12 by the strong Spaulding team. The team continued 
winning one and losing one alternately throughout the remaind- 
er of the season. On Feb. 21, at the Headmasters Club Meet- 
ing at Burlington, Northfield was chosen to play Hartford in a 
play-off game at Montpelier on March 3, the winner to enter 
the Senior Tournament. The team was victorious 21-16 in 
that contest. On Friday night, March 6, in the last game of 
the preliminaries the team went up against the strong Cathe- 
dral outfit. The boys were defeated 39-28 after a great fight. 
With the exception of one bad period, the second, the boys 
were not outscored more than two points. Each player fought 
his very hardest until the end and deserves great credit for the 
gallant fight against a great opponent.
